The Young Peoples’ Alliance of the Evangelical Emanual 
Church of Union Hill, N. J. was originally organized on February 
25, 1891 by the Rey. C. Buehler who was then pastor of the 
Church. 


The purpose of the Society as expressed in the original 
Constitution agrees well with the present-day conception of Young 
Peoples Work — the intellectual and spiritual development of 
the younger members and friends of the congregation, inspiring 
conscientious activity in order to spread the Kingdom of God. 

At that time two meetings were held each month = for 
business and social activities. Prayer Meetings were held Sunday 
evening before preaching service. 


The Charter Members were beside the pastor Rev. 
C. Buehler, Mrs. Kate Buehler, Maria Prauniger, Maria Heck, 
Louisa Leidhecker, Minka Herrmann, Melanie Bodemann, 
Hulda Bodemann, Herman Vitz, Jacob Wehrli, Lilly Schuster, 
Anna Meisel, 


Two peculiar by-laws were that the Pastor was to be the 
President, and those absenting themselves from the meetings 
should pay a fine of 25 cents which was to be placed in the mission- 
ury treasuary. 


The Society with others like it was organized before the 
denominational Alliance was founded, the first steps toward which 
were taken in October 1891. The Atlantic Conference Branch of 
which this Society is a part was organized in 1895, at which time 
the Society was already well developed and doing effective work. 


At this time the constitution of the Society was brought 
jito conformity with the General and Branch Young Peoples? 
Alliance of the Evangelical Association. 
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(HISTORICAL — Continued). 


The minutes of the past years give continued evidence of 
the completeness of the organization and consecration to its work 
and motto ““For the Glory of God and the welface of Man.” 


It has been as it is to-day an organization that has the best 
interests of the church at heart. 


In the first year of its history this Society though small 
planned and paid for the new illuminating system of the church 
(gas). When the present church edifice was built in 1900 this 
society took a leading part in carrying the project to completion 
and the Organ and large memorial window witness to the society’s 
enthusiasm. So the Society also kept working at the reduction 
of the debt. and again did its part when at the golden Jubilee the 
last part of that indebtedness was paid. 


As an evidence of the way the Society undertakes its work 
the contribution called for to the Superannuation Fund of the 
Denomination for the pensioning of aged ministers can be pointed 
to. The $200.00 was raised and paid in one year. 


Now the Society has organized a “*Pipe Organ Fund” for 
which it has a good beginning in hand. In this work it has the 
encouragement and assistance of the Ladies Aid Society and hopes 
with their help to soon have an adequate instrument installed. 


With all the activities organized at “*top-notch” the Society 
craves a still larger field in a still larger membership and invites 
the young people not otherwise affliated to unite with it. 

Connected with the Society is a Junior Department for the 
boys and girls from 8 to 16 years of age. This was organized on 
April 26th, 1909 and has been effective interesting these young 
people in christian activities and preparing them for the Senior 
Society. 


This branch of the work also met the deepest interest of 

our people and those whom it would help. 
The religious exercises of this Anniversary marking the Jubilee were held 
on Sunday the 25th of February. Bishop S. C. Breyfogel D. D., LL. D. of 


Reading, Pa. was the Speaker of the occasion. Three Services were held: 
10.30, 3.30 and 7.30 with a large attendance present.
